Wednesday,  August  14,  11  a.m. 

The  sixteenth  annual  convention  of  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  called  to  order  in  St.  Paul's 
church,  Rowan  county,  N.  C,  Wednesday,  August  14,  1901, 
at  11  a.  m. 

The  convention  was  formally  opened  by  the  president, 
Miss  Ella  Belle  Shirey,  and  proceeded  to  business.  Miss 
Lula  Fisher  and  Miss  Emma  Lipe  were  appointed  to  receive 
the  credentials  of  delegates.

The  President  read  her  annual  report,  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Friends  and  Co-workers  : — "Wise-hearted  women  of  old," 
whose  hearts  were  stirred  up  to  do  something  for  God,  brought  that 
which  they  had  spun  for  the  adornment  of  the  sanctuary.  We  find  it 
needful  at  times  to  be  stirred  up  by  mutual  advice  and  counsel,  and 
have  met  in  this  our  sixteenth  annual  missionarj'  convention  to  hear 
what  has  been  accomplished,  and  to  receive  a  fresh  impetus  for  the 
carrying  on  of  that  work  which  is  so  grand  in  its  aims,  so  helpful  in 
its  spiritual  life,  and  so  glorious  in  its  results.  "If  we  are  filled  with 
the  fuel  of  the  Word,  and  touched  with  the  fire  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we 
shall  become  the  motive  power  that  will  send  those  shuttles — the  gos- 
pel ships — across  the  seas  bearing  the  bright   threads   of  life,    giving 


light,  and  returning  to  us  dark  threads — tales  of  sin,  ignorance,  and 
degradation — thus  weaving  a  common  web  of  human  need  and  divine 
succor  the  world  around. 

"Ours  the  trust,  the  grand  employ, 
To  work  out  this  divinest  joy." 

It  is  with  a  special  pleasure  that  we  have  looked  forward  to  this 
meeting  with  the  St.  Paul's  society.  Just  one  year  ago  we  rejoiced 
over  the  organization  of  this  new  auxiliary,  and  now  after  a  year  of 
most  encouraging  work,  they  show  us  by  their  hearty  welcome  and 
generous  hospitality  with  what  zeal  and  whole-hearted  earnestness 
they  have  taken  up  this  work  for  the  Master.  May  his  presence  be 
with  us,  blessing  our  meeting  together  for  our  mutual  good. 

At  our  last  convention  your  Executive  Committee  was  authorized 
to  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
to  formulate  some  plan  and  select  some  point  for  the  special  work  of 
the  women  of  this  convention.  ,  Pursuant  to  this  resolution  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  two  committees  was  held  at  Enochville,  Nov.  2,  1900. 
After  a  full  and  earnest  conference  the  committee  of  this  convention 
took  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  assume  through  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the. North  Carolina  Synod  the  support  of  the  Burlington  mission. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  instruct  our  treasurer  to  pay  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  fifty  dollars  ($50)  each  quarter,  out  of 
which  is  to  be  paid  the  appropriation  to  the  Burlington  mission,  and 
the  remainder  to  be  turned  into  the  home  mission  fund  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod. 

By  this  action  the  Burlington  mission  becomes  the  woman's  mis- 
sion of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  We  consider  this  one  of  the  most 
hopeful  and  important  missions  of  the  Synod,  and  feel  sure  that  it  is 
gratifying  to  our  women  to  have  a  special  point  to  which  the  funds 
we  pay  to  North  Carolina  Synod  shall  be  applied.  We  realize  the 
importance  of  this  work  just  around  us  and  of  having  a  definite  object 
to  which  some  of  our  money  shall  be  applied,  but  let  us  not  lose  in- 
terest in  or  forget  our  obligation  to  each  of  the  missious  all  through 
the  South  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  They,  too,  are 
hampered  because  the  apportionment,  25  cts.  per  member  for  home 
missions  and  15  cents  for  foreign  missions,  is  not  paid.  The  Minutes 
of  last  United  Synod  show  that  we  of  the  North  Carolina  Syno'd  have 
fallen  far  short  of  this  amount.  Only  a  little  more  than  one-fourth  of 
our  apportionment  for  home  missions,  and  one-half  for  foreign  mis- 
sions, was  paid.  We  are  glad,  however,  that  as  a  convention  we  more 
than  pay  the  apportionment  per  member. 


Your  Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  November  appointed 
Mrs.  V.  R.  Stickley,  Miss  Florence  Miller,  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Linn  a 
committee  to  review  the  Minutes  and  collect  the  Standing  Resolutions 
of  this  convention,  also  to  revise  the  Constitution.  This  committee 
reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  July,  and  is  ready  to  report 
to  this  convention. 

I  recommend  that  the  Standing  Resolutions  be  printed  every  year 
in  the  Minutes,  and  that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  this  year ;  also  that  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the  Burlington  mission  be  added 
to  the  Standing  Resolutions. 

The  general  condition  of  our  work,  we  think,  is  hopeful.  The 
Treasurer's  report  will  show  that  all  apportionments  made  by  last 
convention,  and  that  made  to  Burlington  have  been  paid. 

Although  no  new  societies  have  been  organized  during  the  year, 
two — Grace  and  Macedonia — which  had  withdrawn  for  one  year  to  do 
local  work,  have  again  united  with  us.  We  rejoice  to  add  them  to 
our  number  again.  The  week  of  prayer  and  self-denial  we  are  glad 
to  know  is  becoming  more  universally  observed  ever}7  year.  The 
offerings  for  that  week  are  also  increasing.  It  is  a  fact  to  be  deplored 
that  after  these  sixteen  years  of  our  organization  so  small  a  per  cent- 
of  the  women  of  the  Synod  are  actively  engaged  in  this  work.  Only 
one-half  of  the  congregations  have  missionary  societies.  Perhaps  the 
Organizing  Committee  will  explain  why  there  are  no  more. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  so  rule  our  acts  and  inspire  our  thoughts  that 
this  convention  may  be  a  means  of  blessing  to  ourselves,  to  the  soci- 
ety whose  hospitality  we  enjoy,  and  to  the  cause  which  we  represent.

The  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  proper  committee. 
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REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

As  our  convention  is  being  held  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual  this 
year,  we  fear  that  some  of  the  auxiliary  societies,  not  fully  realizing 
the  change  in  time,  have  failed  to  make  the  "final  effort"  in  collect- 
ing dues  and  free-will  offerings.  If  this  be  true,  these  societies 
should  not  wait  a  year  longer  for  such  "final  effort,"  but  should 
begin  the  year  with  some  extra  work  in  order  to  compensate  for 
that  which  was  left  undone  during  the  last  year,  remembering  that 
'tis  "better  late  than  never." 

We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  report  the  organization  of  any  new 
societies.  Let  us  pray  and  strive  to  extend  our  work  into  every  con- 
gregation of  the  Synod.  There  are  62  congregations  in  our  Synod 
and  only  29  auxiliary  societies  in  active  work. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  again  Grace  and  Burlington  into  our  active 
work.  Last  year  these  two  societies  did  work  as  aid  societies  in  their 
home  churches. 

We  regret  that  Amity  and  Elizabeth  College  have  made  no  report  • 
of  any  work  during  the  past  year. 

Some  of  the  societies  have  sent  special  contributions  to  the  Jack- 
sonville church,  which  work  is  in  addition  to  that  recorded  in  Corre- 
sponding Secretary's  Tabulated  Report,  as  the  societies  receive  credit 
in  the  convention  only  for  that  money  passing  regularly  through  the 
Treasurer  to  the  missionary  work  of  the  church. 

The  report  shows  12  societies  having  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  begs  for  greater  accuracy  in  the  keep- 
ing of  the  records  by  the  auxiliary  societies.  So  often  the  annual 
reports  of  different  years  are  not  uniform  about  facts  that  are  and 
must  always  be  the  same.  For  instance,  a  society  reports  differently 
in  two  years  as  to  the  original  number  of  members.  A  little  care 
woidd  obviate  such  mistakes.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  also  begs 
for  more  promptness  in  sending  the  quarterly  reports,  the  quarters  of 
the  convention  year  closing  with  the  last  of  the  months  October,  Jan- 
uary, April,  and  July. 

We  should  be  especially  grateful  to  our  foreign  missionaries  for 
their  letters  to  be  read  at  this  convention,  for  it  seemed  that  the  time 
was  too  short  for  their  answers  to  reach  us  in  time ;  but  the  mission- 
aries were  faithful  to  answer  promptly,  so  that  their  letters  are  here 
to  cheer  and  help  us.  Let  us  the  more  earnestly  pray  and  work  for 
their  success  and  God's  blessing  upon  them  and  their  homes. 

The  tabulated  report  will  show  750  active  members,  being*  a  gain  of 
80  over  last  year,  and  131  honorary  members,  being  a  decrease  of  10 
members  from  last  year. 
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The  total  amount  contributed  for  home  missions  is  #558.34 ;  for 
foreign  missions,  #344.88  ;  which,  with  other  items,  makes  a  grand 
total  for  the  year  of  #1050.01.

1.  We  recommend  to  each  auxiliary  society  to  hold  anniversary 
missionary  meetings  at  some  leisure  time  with  the  farmers,  to  which 
they  shall  invite  the  public  to  hear  addresses,  recitations,  &c,  pre- 
pared for  the  occasion  by  the  society. 

2.  That  we  request  of  the  different  ministers  of  Synod  that  the)* 
consent  to  deliver  addresses  on  such  occasions  on  the  mission  cause, 
mission  field,  and  missionary  operations  of  the  United  Synod. 

3.  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  unite  with  the  South- 
west Virginia  Society  in  observing  the  last  week  in  October  as  a  week 
of  special  prayer  and  self-denial  for  missions.  We  earnestly  urge  the 
observance  of  this  week  by  each  society,  if  possible  ;  and  that  the 
Literature  Committee  distribute  the  envelopes  in  time. 

4.  That  we  urge  each  aid  society  to  make  some  extra  effort  during 
the  year  to  raise  funds.  We  suggest  the  use  of  the  mite-box,  and  that 
each  member  be  urged  to  make  a  special  birthday  offering. 

5.  That  the  Recording  Secretary  require  the  printer  to  send  a  proof 
sheet  of  the  Minutes,  that  it  may  be  examined  and  corrected  by  her 
before  the  Minutes  are  published.  Also  to  get  terms  from  the  differ- 
ent publishing  houses  and  contract  for  Minutes  before  the  convention. 

6.  That  the  Literature  Committee  are  ready  to  receive  voluntary 
offerings  for  purchasing  of  missionary  literature  of  auxiliary  societies. 

7.  That  the  auxiliary  societies  report  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  and  otherwise  aid  the  Executive  Committee  in  their  work. 

S.  That  in  view  of  the  very  evident  good  work  already  done  by  the 
Conferential  Convention  of  the  Southern  Conference,  this  societ}-  re- 
quest the  auxiliary  societies  of  the  Northern  Conference  to  organize 
and  hold  a  similar  convention. 

9.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  annual  convention  keep  a  separate  ac- 
count of  all  money  received  from  children's  societies  or  mission  bands. 

10.  That  the  president  of  each  auxiliary  society  appoint  a  committee 
of  one  from  each  society  to  look  after  the  literature  of  the  society,  and 
confer  with  the  Literature  Committee  regarding  the  needs  of  the  society. 

11.  We  recommend  the  use  of  the  Quarterly  Mission  Studies  to  the 
auxiliaries,  as  it  will  greatly  aid  in  carrying  on  their  work  systemat- 
ically. 

12.  That  we  pledge  our  continued  effort  in  the  general  work  of  the 
United  Synod  and  appropriate  to  the  board  annually  $750. 

13.  That  we  ask  the  Board  of  Missions  to  appropriate  $100  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Fund  sent  them  from  this  society  to  the  support  of  a. 
native  helper  in  Japan,  to  be  known  as  the  Children's  Helper  of  the 
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North   Carolina   Synod,  and  that  the   children  endeavor  to  raise  this 
amount. 

14.  That  for  the  patent  reason  the  synodical  year  end  with  the  year 
of  our  annual  meeting  of  the  convention,  and  that  the  quarters  end 
with  October,  January,  April,  and  July. 

15.  That  each  auxiliary  society  be,  and  is  hereby,  urged  to  send  its 
final  report  to  the  Treasurer  at  least  ten  days  before  our  annual  con- 
vention meets. 

16.  That  we  assume  through  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  the  support  of  the  Burlington  mission. 

17.  That  we  instruct  our  Treasurer  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  fifty  dollars  C$50)  each  quarter  out  of  which  is 
to  be  paid  the  appropriation  to  the  Burlington  mission  and  the  re- 
mainder turned  into  the  Home  Mission  Fund  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod. 


CONSTITUTION 


Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod,  as  revised  at  the  Annual  Convention  held 
in  St.  Paul's,  August  14  and  15,  1901. 


PREAMBLE— In  the  Name  of  God.  Amen. 
We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  congregations  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  delegates  and  members 
of  the  various  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  con- 
nected therewith,  in  convention  assembled  in  St.  James'  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  Concord,  N.  C,  Thursday,  April  29,  1886,  adopt 
the  following  Constitution  as  our  bond  of  union  and  for  our  guid- 
ance in  doing  our  share  of  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  our  dear  Lutheran 
church,  in  which  "our  fears,  our  hopes,  our  aims  are  one." 

Article  I. — Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  The  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

Article  II.— Object. 

It  shall  be  the  aim  of  this  Society  to  promote  the  organization  of 
Auxiliary  Home  and  Foreign  MissionarjT  Societies  in  all  the  churches 
of  the  Synod  ;  to  disseminate  missionary  intelligence  ;  to  cultivate  a 
missionary  spirit  in  its  own  members  and  in  the  churches;  and  to 
engage  and  unite  the  efforts  of  Christian  women,  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  United  Synod, 
in  supporting  missions  and  missionaries  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields. 

Article  III. — Membership. 

Sec.  i.  The  members  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  delegates  from 
the  Auxiliary  Societies  and  the  Executive  Committee.  Each  Auxil- 
iary Society  is  entitled  to  send  two  delegates,  and,  in  addition  to  this, 
one  delegate  for  every  ten  active  members  above  twenty  members  en- 
rolled.    Delegates  have  the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office. 

SEC.  2.' All  ladies  who  are  members  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and  all 
honorary  members  shall  be  considered  advisory  members,  and  be  enti- 
tled to  a  seat  in  the  conventions,  and  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations, 
but  not  to  vote  or  hold  office. 

SEC.  3.  Paying  one  dollar  ($1)  annually  into  the  treasury  of  this 
vSociety,  by  lady  or  gentleman,  entitles  to  honorary  membership  for 
one  year.  Any  lady  or  gentleman  upon  payment  of  ten  dollars  ($10) 
can  become  an  honorary  life  member. 

Article  IV.— Officers. 

Sec.  i.  The  officers  of  this  Synodical  Society  shall  consist  of  a  pres- 
ident, two  vice-presidents,  recording  secretary,  corresponding  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  general  secretary  of  the  Children's  Societies. 
These  shall  constitute  the  Synodical  Executive  Committee.  Three 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  officers 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  society.  A  majority 
vote  elects.  The  Executive  Committee  is  empowered  to  fill  any  va- 
cancy which  may  occur  in  it  during  the  interim  of  convention. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  Officers. — 1.  The  president  or  a  vice-president 
shall  preside  at  all  business  meetings  of  the  society;  she  may  appoint 
a  gentleman  to  preside  at  a  public  meeting.  She  shall  call  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Synodical  Executive  Committee  or  Synodical  Society,  and 
supervise  its  general  interest. 

2.  The  vice-presidents,  in  order,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  president,  aud  shall  co-operate  with  her  in  furthering 
the  work. 

3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  due  notice  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  annual  meetings  of  the  society, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  both  ;  also  prepare  the  Min- 
utes of  the  annual  convention  for  publication  under  the  direction  of 
the  president. 

4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executiye  Committee,  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  society 
and  present  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Synodical  Society  a  written 
report  of  the  work  during  the  year. 
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5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  forwarded  by  the  Auxiliary 
Societies,  credit  the  same  to  the  societies  from  which  they  are  received, 
and  to  the  object  to  which  they  are  contributed,  and  she  shall  remit 
quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension of  the  United  Synod.  When  moneys  are  received  without 
the  object  designated,  the  treasurer  of  this  society  shall,  in  paying  out 
the  same,  be  guided  by  the  appropriation  of  the  convention.  She 
shall  also  have  charge  and  keep  an  account  of  the  funds  raised  for 
incidental  expenses  of  this  society,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only 
on  the  written  order  of  the  president.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  prepare 
a  written  report  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

6.  The  general  secretary  of  the  Children's  Societies  shall  supervise 
their  work  and  report  the  same  at  each  annual  convention  of  the 
Synodical  Society. 

Article  V. — Organizing  Committee. 
The  committee  shall  consist  of  three  ladies  in  each  conference.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  these  ladies  to  endeavor,  by  all  practical  means, 
to  organize  auxiliary  societies  in  all  the  congregations  of  their  re. 
spective  conferences,  and  report  quarterly  to  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary, and  at  the  annual  meeting,  in  writing. 

Article  VI. — Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  transact  all  necessary  business  which  the 
interests  of  the  society  demand.  Only  the  Executive  Committee  and 
delegates  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  and  hold  office.  One-fourth  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  The  expenses  of  the  meeting  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  payment  of  ten  cents  per  member,  each  year,  by  each  Auxil- 
iary Society. 

Article  VII. — Auxiliary  Societies. 

Any  number  of  ladies  may  form  a  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  auxiliary  to  this  Synodical  Society,  by  electing  a 
president,  vice-president,  recording  secretary,  corresponding  secre- 
tary, and  treasurer,  and  by  adopting  a  constitution  for  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  Society.  These  officers  shall  constitute  a  local 
Executive  Committee. 

Article  VIII.— Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote.

3.  Growth  or  decline  of  missionary  interest.

Article  III. — Nominating  Committee. 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall   make  two  nominations  for  each 
office,  and  the  convention  may  add  another  nomination  for  each.

Officers  shall  begin  to  serve  as  soon  as  the  convention  at 
which  they  are  elected  has  adjourned.

The  Executive  Committee  shall  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  it  during  the  interim  of  convention,  and  that  three  be  made 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.
